The master of a vessel in a port

By this 
bond it was agreed thal»if t'.ie mon- 
ey was not paid •nithin ,<o many 
days after the i rssel arrh cd at New 
York proceedings might lie taken 
to havo the vessel sold and the debt 
paid out of the proceeds.
